MEETING, CHURCHILL SAYS 


Prospects for Conference With Roosevelt and 
Stalin ‘Vastly Improved’ by U. S. Election 
esults, He Asserts. 


LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill declared today 
“it is high time we had another 
triple conference” of himself, 
President Roosevelt and Premier 
Stalin. 

Such a meeting, he said at the 
Lord Mayor’s luncheon, “might 
easily bridge the sufferings of 
mankind and stop the fearful 
process of destruction which is 
now ravaging the earth. 

“The prospects of such a meet- 
ing,” Churchill said, “have been 
vastly improved by the results of 
the presiderftial elections in the 
United States.” 

Pausing while the audience ap- 
plauded, Churchill added: 

“And for which we waited so 
breathlessly on Tuesday last.” 

Heavy Price for Antwerp. 

His audience also applauded 
when he said that Marshal Ber- 
nard L. Montgomery had opened 
the Schelde estuary to the great 
Belgian port of Antwerp. This, he 
said, put Antwerp “at the dis- 


— 


posal of the northern flank of the 
Allied armies which will presently 
move into Germany for the final 
struggle.” The operation cost 
heavy British and Canadian cas- 
ualties, however, he added, 

“When I was here last year I 
appealed to the British and Amer- 
ican public to be very careful that 
election year did not in any way 
ruffle the goodwill that existed 
throughout the English-speaking 
world, and which was so great an 
aid to our armies,” Churchill re- 
called. 

“It is certainly remarkable that 
all this turmoil of the United 


States election should have been 
carried through without any dis- | 
turbing of the ancient, moth-eaten, 
threadbare controversies which | 
are to be found in the history | 
books between Great Britain and 
her American kinsmen, now broth- 
ers in arms.

RUUSEVELT SAYS

‘We Have Again Demon- 
strated to World It Is a 
Living, Vital Force,’ He

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Nov. 9 
(AP).—President Roosevelt re- 
turned to the complex duties of 
his office today, his administra- 
tion policies indorsed by the voters 
who chose him to head the govern- 
ment for another four years. 

“We have again demonstrated to 
the world that democracy is a 
living, vital force,” he said in a 
Statement issued 14 hours after 


his victory over Gov. Thomas E. 


Dewey became certain. 

The’ President’s statement said: 

“For the first time in 80 years 
we have held a national election 
in the midst of war. ‘ 

“What is really important is 
that after all of the changes and 
vicissitudes of four-score years, 
we have again demonstrated to 
the world that democracy is a 
living, vital force, that our faith 
in American institutions is un- 
shaken, that consclence and not 
force is the source of power in 
the government of. man. 

“To that faith let us unite to 
win the war and to achieve a 
lasting peace.” 

The President will start back to 
Washington today. He came to 
his Hyde Park home last week 
end after closing the fourth-term 
campaign in Boston. 

The President arose late yester- 
day and, except for working a 
while on correspondence, gave 
himself an easy day on his estate. 
He went for an automobile ride 
with his former law partner,

ner and went to bed early. 


Huge bundles of telegrams and 
Messages were taken to the estate 
yesterday after it became appar- 
ent that Roosevelt had been re-

NAZIS VIEW FDR.

BLOW 10 HOPES 


German Statements Dis- 
close Reliance on War 
Let-Up Due to Admin- 
istrative Shift.

BERN, Nov. 9—~The Germans 
were not only bitterly disappoint- 
ed over the re-election of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, but they also were 
amazed that he won his victory 
over Gov. Dewey by so large a 
majority. 

Nazi attempts to explain Roose- 
velt’s success and today’s frank 
admissions by Berlin officialdom 
and press reports from the Ger- 
man capital make this evident. 


Dewey’s success had been taken 
into consideration by Germany’s 
military leaders, the Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Basler Nachrich- 
ten reveals. 


In fact, it appears that Berlin 
had relied on the election of 
Roosevelt's opponent to “para- 
lyze” the American effort for a 
whole year. 

The Nazi spokesman summa- 
rized, for foreign consumption, the 
Nazi impression of the American 
election. He said: 


“We know that Roosevelt is 
the Reich’s enemy par excellence 
and we know, too, what his re- 
election means to us. It is the 
victory of American imperialism. 
Each American. soldier who 
comes to Europe carries in his 
knapsack plans for the total de- 
struction of Germany!” 

At the least the Nazis counted 
on a very strong Republican oppo- 
sition in Congress. The Wilhelm- 
strasse had declared to the for- 
eign press that, even if re-elected, 
Roosevelt would find himself faced 
by such opposition that his hands 
would be virtually tied. 

The President’s re-election is 
venomously explained today by 
one Nazi newspaper as being due 
to his qualities as a “brilliant 
tactician, remarkable psychologist 
and utterly unscrupulous politi- 
cian.” 

“This,” says the _ publication, 
“renders him unbeatable in the 
electoral field.” 

Berlin military circles indicate 
that Roosevelt's re-election means 
very hard fighting for Germany 
On all fronts, as it preludes the 
complete co-ordination of Allied 
military effort. This co-ordination, 
they add, would not have been ob- 


tained as easily by Dewey.

In 1936 and 1940, huge throngs 
packed the plaza at Union Station, 
bands played and flags waved.

The Washington Post touched 


off the first homecoming with an 

editorial of suggestion in 1936 and 

the response was instantaneous. 

Repeated again in 1940, the Post 

once more said in today’s editions: 
“Let’s do it again.”

—75,000 Soldier and 
10,000 Civilian Ab- 
sentee Ballots to Be 
Counted Tomorrow.

The unofficial tabulation of the 
returns in Missouri of the election 
Tuesday having been completed to- 
day except for less than 50 scat- 
tered precincts in rural areas, the 
result on only one office remained 


in doubt, United States Senator. 


The unknown and unpredictable 
division of the 75,000 soldier vote 
and 10,000 civilian absentee votes 
to be counted tomorrow will de 
cide whether Gov, Forrest C. Don- 
nell, Republican, or Attorney Gen- 
eral Roy McKittrick, Democrat, 
won the Senatorship. 

As additional precinct reports 
were received today and _ tele- 
graphic transmission errors § in 
some earlier returns were cor- 
rected, Donnell’s lead gradually 
widened until late this afternoon 
with 27 precincts still unreported 
it was 10,433. The missing pre- 
cincts are mostly in Republican 
counties and they may be expect- 
ed to. further increase Donnell’s 
lead, but barring the possibility 
of the discovery of other trans- 
mission errors, it should not ex- 
ceed 11,000 on the final count of 
civilian ballots, exclusive of ab- 
sentee ballots. 


Speculation on Soldier Vote. 


It generally has been assumed 
that the soldier vote will show a 
Democratic majority, the I.mo- 
cratic party leaders roughly fig- 
uring the division to be 60-40. On 
this basis they are expecting that 
President Roosevelt’s lead of 
about 30,000 on the unofficial tab- 
ulation will be increased about 
15,000 by the absentee ballots. 

Hiven if this should prove to be 
correct, there is no basis for be- 
lief that MeKittrick will have a 
like advantage. If he should get 
60 per cent of the absentee vote 
he apparently would just nose 
Donnell out with a lead of only 
about 1000. That could happen, as 
McKittrick’s vote on the returns 
so far tabulated is less than 4 
per cent below Roosevelt's vote. 
However, a lead of 10,000 is quite 
a long gme for McKittrick to over- 
come the 85,000 absentee votes, 
particularly as 10,000 of them are 
civilian ballots and McKittrick ran 
second to Donnell in the civilian 
vote tabulated. 

Closest Election Since 1916. 

*The election was the closest in 
Missouri since 1916, when Presi- 
dent Wilson carried the state by 
28,693. The Roosevelt majority 
this year undoubtedly will be 
shown to be in excess of 30,000 
and may go above 40,000. The un- 
official tabulation on the major 
offices was: 

For President: Roosevelt, 748,- 
522; Dewey, 714,580, with 46 pre- 
cincts unreported. 

For United States Senator: 
Donnell, 734,446: McKittrick, 724,- 
013, with 27 precincts unreported. 

For Governor: Donnelly, 734,- 
607; Bradshaw, 719,289, with 49 
precincts unreported. 

Roosevelt Plurality Half of ’40. 

The election bore out the expec- 
tation of a close vote, the Roose- 
velt plurality being only about 
half that he had in 1940. 

The reasons actuating the voters 
are difficult of analysis. Among

The General said Japanese fail- 
ure to attack the American coastal 
holdings may mean that he has 
been caught off balance or his 
supplies, too, are bogged down. 

The “Toughest Terrain.” 

The Americans are fighting “in 
the toughest terrain I ever saw, 
and this storm hasn't helped,” said 
Irving.

Spencer Davis, another Associ- 
ated Press correspondent with the 
Twénty-fourth, in a dispatch filed 
yesterday, described an assault by 
American troops on one of the 
Ormoc Valley ridges during the 
height of a howling wind and 
rain storm.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
American battle casualties have 
passed the half-million mark. 

Secretary of War Stimson said 
today that Army casualties re- 
ported through Oct. 28 total 437,- 
356. The latest Navy list accounts 
for 71,839, giving a grand total 
for both services of 509,195, based 


on notices which have gone to 
next of kin. 

The new Army total is an in- 
crease of 20,235, including 4145 
killed, over that reported a week 
ago, which covered the period 
through Oct. 21. Stimson said part 
of the jump is due to revision of 
the system for handling individual 
casualty reports, intended to bring 
the casualty figures more up to 
date. 

The Navy total increased 1268, 
including 368 killed, since its re- 
port a week ago, ; 

The Army casualties reported 
today, compared with those re- 
ported a week ago: Killed 84,811 
and 80,666; wounded 243,054 and 
229,212; missing 55,011 and 53,- 
622; prisoners 54,480 and 53,621. 


The Navy comparison: Killed 
28,599 and 28,231; wounded 29,442 
and 28,441; missing 9311 and 9421; 
prisoners 4487 and 4478. The total 
increase for all services in the 
number killed was 4513. 


Stimson told a news conference 


LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP). — The 
German high command acknowl- 
edged today the Russians had 
crossed the Danube at Apatin, in 
Northern Yugoslavia, 15 miles 
south of the Hungarian border and 
125 miles south of Budapest, and 
a “battle is still raging there.” 
The communique said the Reds 
had penetrated that part of Apatin 
which is on the west bank. 

The Paris and Brazzaville radios 
said other Soviet tanks and troops 
had crossed the Danube and 
into Buda, the part of 
Budapest on the west bank of the 
river. Previous reports have placed 
the Russians in Pest, on the east 
side of the river, but Moscow has 
not officially reported entry into 
the Hungarian capital. 

The Nazi communique an- 
nounced that German forces had 
evacuated the Strumica Valley in 
Southern Yugoslavia “according to 
plan.” The withdrawal apparently 
was a continuation of the retreat 
from Greece. The Strumica is a 
passageway through the moun- 
tains between Yugoslavia and Bul- 
garia, 

The Germans asserted they had 
repulsed Allied forces which land- 
ed on Melos Island off the Greek 
southeast coast “after many days 
of hard fighting.”

Vote Counted Separately So Far 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt polled about 
67 per cent of that part of the 
service vote counted separately 
and thus far reported. 

The popular vote in the nation, 
including some _ soldier ballots, 
gave Roosevelt 53.2 per cent of 
the vote and Gov, Dewey 46.8 per 
cent, 

It is impossible to tell how the 
soldier vote as a whole divided, 
since it is being counted separate- 
ly in only a few.states. And in 
states where service ballots were 
segregated returns are yet far 
from complete. In some instances 
the final count will not be avail- 
able until Dec. 5. 

All of the figures now available 
are from states carried by Roose- 
velt.

Great Ovation. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 9 (AP).—Gen. 
‘Dwight D. Eisenhower told the 
Belgian Parliament today that the 
Allies were fighting “an enemy 


force—and we intend to apply 
force to the utmost.” 

The Allied supreme commander 
received a tumultous Ovation as 
he entered the packed Chamber 
of Deputies to address both 
houses, 


Eisenhower was accompanied 
by top Allied army, navy and air 
force commanders including Lt. 
Gen. Omar N., Bradley, Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Arthur Tedder, Adm.

“We are sensible of sacrifices 
you have made,” Eisenhower said,

The PAC slate and the outcome 
follows: 

National ticket — Roosevelt 
and Senator Truman carried 
Missouri, including St. Louis. 

Senator — Nearly complete 
eount of the civilian vote gives 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, Re- 
publican nominee, only a slim 
lead, equivalent to about one- 
tenth of the total soldier vote, 
over Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick, Democrat, backed by 
PAC. 

Governor—Phil M. Donnelly, 
Democrat, won. 

Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict, St. Louis—John B. Sulli- 
van, Democrat, won. 

Twelfth District, St. Louis and 
St. Louis County — Phelim 
O’Toole, Democrat, lost by only 
8347 in the civilian vote but this 
conceivably could be upset by 
the war ballots. 

Thirteenth District— John J. 
Cochran, Democrat, re-elected. 
The Republicans ran no one 
against him. 

First Edward M. Jayne, 
Democrat, trailing the Refub- 
lican incumbent. 

Third — Maurice Hoffman, 
Democrat, trailing the Republi- 
can incumbent.

115,000 Missourl Members. 

PAC operated through the 115,- 
000 Missouri members of CIO 
unions, of whom 45,000 are con- 
centrated in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, with the rest scat- 
tered in large and small industrial 
centers in various parts of the 
state. In the outstate First, Third 
and Eighth districts, PAC claimed 
success within the counties where 
the CIO had strength, even though 
this was not enough to assure 
election of the Democratic candi- 
dates. PAC’s point is that it at 
least cut down the Republican 
pluralities in those districts and 
in the Twelfth here. 

Pluralities given Roosevelt and 
Donnelly in St. Louis were the 
deciding factors in the presiden- 
tial and gubernatorial contests. 
PAC was active in getting CIO 
members and other Roosevelt 
supporters registered in virtually 
every ward and in getting them 
to vote. Statistics on just how 
many votes it was responsible for 
getting are, of course, unavailable. 

However, Roosevelt's St. Louis 
vote was 18 per cent less than he 
got in 1940, while Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey drew 24 per cent less 
than Wendell L. Willkie in 1940. 
Roosevelt’s plurality this time, 
without considering the _ soldier 
vote, is only 2081 less than it was 
in 1940 and he got 60 per cent of 
the total vote this time, compared 
with 58 per cent last time. If 
Roosevelt’s St. Louis plurality had 
been as small as many Demo- 
cratic and Republican politicians 
expected, Dewey would have bare- 
ly carried Missouri. 

PAC also was active in getting 
voters registered and to the polls 
in St. Louis County, especially in 
Normandy and St. Ferdinand 
townships, where many CIO war 
workers live. The county has a 
new high volume of registration 
and Tuesday's civilian vote was 
only 4000 less than the 1940 total. 
Between last spring and last Tues- 
day 11,617 persons were added to 
the registration {fn Normandy and 
St. Ferdinand townsbips alone. 
Dewey carried the county by 
6584, compared with 14,529 for 
Willkie four years ago, while the 
Republican lead in the county for 
state and local offices dropped 
from a 20,000-33,000 range in 1940 
to a 12,000-14,000 range this year.

Its 
leaders said that Sullivan’s victory 
was far beyond the proportions 
that might have been expected 
under “traditional politics.” They 
were of the opinion that there was 
a public reaction, not confined to 
CIO members, against Miller’s ef- 
forts to link Sullivan with Com- 
munism. Even if O’Toole does not 
win, the showing there Was much 
better than PAC expected. 

Appeal to Negroes. 

A special appeal was made con- 
tinuously to Negro ‘voters by PAC. 
In the five wards where the bulk 
of Negroes are concentrated there 
was an 11,259 plurality for Roose- 
velt. The CIO has maintained 
friendly relations with Negroes, 
and has several thousand Negroes 
among its members here. PAC 
used about 75 Negroes among its 
canvassers, chosen for their abil- 
ity and background. It bfought 
Capt. Hugh Mulzac, only Negro 
master of a Liberty ship, here to 
campaign for Roosevelt. : 

Not relying on organization 
strength or a straight appeal to 
working people to vote for friends

Asserts He Has Given No 
Thought to Individual 
Choice to Replace [ru- 
man.

the apointment of a United States | 
Senator to succeed Senator Harry 
S. Truman, Vice President-elect, 
he would select a Democrat who 
was “thoroughly in aqcord with 
President Roosevelt's foreign pol- 
icy.” 

“Not even taking into consider- 


ation my personal opinion,” Don- 
nelly said, “the people of the 
United States in the election Tues- 
day gave their approval of the 
President's policies, and his inter- 
national policy was a direct issue 
in the campaign. He is entitled 
to a Senate which will support 
him in his policies. In naming a 
Senator I shall appoint a Demo- 
crat who will support the Presi- 
dent.” 

Donnelly insisted that he had 
given no thought as to whom he 
would name to the Senate, | 

“I put that matter out of mind | 
until the election was over,” he 
said. “I have noticed that there 
has been mention from time of 
various persons who might be 
named, but there has been no 
basis for any of them so far as 
I am concerned. I just haven't 
given the matter consideration.” 

Although stating definitely that 
the new Senator would uphold 
the President’s policies, Donnelly 
refused to discuss those policies 
in detail, saying that he believed 
his broad statement was sufficient. 

That Donnelly will have the 
naming of the Senator is certain 
as Truman would not resign be-| 
fore the inauguration of the new 
Governor and permit Gov. Donnell 
to name a Republican to the Sen- 
ate. Donnelly will be inaugurated 
Jan. 8, while Truman will not be 
inaugurated Vice President until 
Jan. 20, making it unnecessary for 
him to resign until after Donnelly 
is in office. The new Senator will 
serve the two remaining years of 
Senator Truman’s term. 

There has been much specula- 
tion among Democrats as to whom 
Donnelly would appoint, the name 
of State Senator Frank P. Briggs, 
a newspaper publisher in Macon, 
having been mentioned frequently. 
He and Donnelly have served to-. 
gether in the State Senate for 12 
years, have been personal and po- 
litical friends, and it is known 
that Donnelly has a high regard 
for him. Briggs was manager of 
Donnelly’s primary campaign for 
the governorship, and was re-| 
elected to the State Senate Tues- 
day for a four-year term. | 

In view of the possibility that 
the final election returns will show 
that Attorney General Roy Mce- 
Kittrick was defeated for United 
States Senator, there has risen 
some speculation as to whether 
Donnelly might appoint McKit- 
trick. The Attorney General made 
his campaign for the Senate large- | 
ly on a pledge of support of the.

NICKEL CIGAR TO RETURN 
TO MARKET AT 74 CENTS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
The prewar nickel cigar is com- 
ing back—at 7% cents. With in- 
creases in the present price ceil- 
ings for all domestic brands on 
the market in March, 1942, the Of- 
fice of Price Administration re- 
ported yesterday, manufacturers 
will be able to resume the produc- 
tion of lower-priced brands, 

Here is how OPA figured cigar 
smokers will be able to save 50 
million dollars a year despite the 
higher prices: The 5-center, which 
became a 6-center in November, 
1942, has virtuaHy disappeared, 
forcing smokers to buy 15-centers. 
“The saving,” as OPA put it, “will 
represent the difference between 
the cost to the consumer of the 
lower-priced cigars that will again 
be available, and the cost of high- 
er-priced substitutes.” 

Manufacturers, under the new 
regulation, must produce low- 
priced brands in the same ratio 
with higher-priced brands that ex- 
isted in the first six months of 
1943.

‘Their Sacrifices Shall Be 
Rewarded,’ He Writes 
Lehman on UNRRA 


Anniversary. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt today de- 
clared his determination that “the 
sacrifices of liberated peoples 
shall be rewarded” through sup- 
plies needed “to start life over.” 

In a letter to Director Herbert 
H, Lehman of the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration on the first anniversary 
of that organization, the President 
said: 

“On the first anniversary of the 
creation of UNRRA, I wish to 
send to you and to the members 
of your .staff my warmest con- 
gratulations on the great progress 
which you have made during this 
last year in preparing for the tre- 
mendous task ahead ahd my re- 
newed good wishes for the suc- 
cessful fulfillment of your noble 
undertaking. 

“IT and the other responsible 
officials of this government have 
watched with keenest interest the 
development of UNRRA from the 
signing of the agreement in the 
White House last Nov. 9 to the 
present moment when UNRRA 
men and women are actually en- 
gaged in bringing hard-won as- 
sistance to the gallant people of 
Greece. 

“This government has endeav- 
ored in every way to support you 
and your staff to the fullest limit 
of our ability. This has not al- 
ways been an easy task in the face 
of pressing and staggering de- 
mands which the fighting of a 
deadly war on many fronts has 
placed and will continue to place 
upon our resources of man power 
of supplies and of transportation. 

“But we are determined that the 
sacrifices of the liberated peoples 
shall be rewarded and that, to 
the extent we have it in our power 
to help, these people shall prompt‘ 
ly receive the clothing, food, and 
other supplies which they need to 
start life over. 

“I am confident that your in- 
spiring leadership together with 
the co-operation of the member 
governments will result in making 
UNRRA an enduring example of 
international co-operation in 
action.” 

Director Lehman, who is leav- 


ing for London soon, told a path 
conference today that UNRRA 
would deal with the authorities 
in effective control of any liberated 
territory regardless of whether 
they were a recognized govern- 
ment. 

He said a mission is going to 
Poland and wil) probably be based 
at Lublin, headquarters of the 
Soviet-backed Polish National 
Committee, which Is still at odds 
with the Polish Government in 
London, 

While Russia has not yet given 
visas to the UNRRA representa- 
tives who must travel through 
Soviet territory to get to Poland, 
Lehman said he felt sure per- 
mission would come through 
from Moscow. 

He is going to London to con- 
sult on problems of organization 
in the European office. He ex- 
pects to visit liberated countries 
on the continest.

ing at the St. Louis Medical §& 
ciety Building, 3839 Lindell boul:

through Saturday. 

Dr. Parran warned against th 
danger of public relaxation in v« 
nereal disease prevention measure 
with the war’s end, and the pos 
sibility that millions of veteran 
forming a “sanitary oasis” woulc 
be exposed to infection after leav 
ing military life. 

Calls for Planning. 

“Unless we begin to plan now 
our nation will be found unpre 
pared on this important front dur- 
ing a critical period of history,” 
Dr. Parran said. He pointed out 
that with the war over, the “mo- 
tivation of patriotism” would be 
absent in the fight against vene- 
real disease, Shifts in population 
and “possible lowered moral stand- 
ards in sexual and other spheres” 
were indicated as Other possible 
factors creating disease hazards. 

At present, he added, there are 
no signs pointing to any overall | 
increase in the attack rate of) 
syphilis or gonorrhea in the gen- 
eral population. “This,” he said, | 
“reverses the history of any nation | 
in any previous war.” 

Dr. J. R. Heller, medical direc- | 
tor of the Venereal Disease Di- | 
vision of the Public Health Serv-| 
fice, outlined the prospects for | 
control of venereal disease in the 
future, and described the tasks 
facing the conference. A sympo- 
sium will be conducted tonight, 
with health officials participating 
from Canada, England, France, 
Mexico, Norway and Puerto Rico. 

Education on Disease. 

Dr. Heller entered a plea for 
public education concerning ven- 
ereal diseases. “To tell the scien- 
tific truth is to provide the strong- 
eat sort of reinforcement to the 
church, to the home and to the 
school in their efforts to develop 
higher standards of sex conduct 
among all people,” he said. “The 
broad dissemination of medical 
truth about venereal disease is es- 
sential if law enforcement and 
social agencies are to receive full 
public co-operation.” 

Discussing prevention of the 
diseases, he suggested that the 
“ideal case-finding program?” 
would be a serological and clinical 
examination of every individual 
“in the younger brackets.” How- 
ever, he pointed out, “universal 
compulsory examination is, of 
course, impracticable at the pres- 
ent time.” He called attention to 
a number of opportunities for 
health officers and private physi- 
cians to make appropriate exam- 
inations. 

Papers scheduled for the after- 
noon session dealt with control 
methods used by the Army and 
Navy and the use of penicillin as 
a cure.

Fifth in this grouping is the 
ultranationalist Robert R. Reyn- 
olds (Dem.), North Carolina, who 
did not ‘choose to run. Reynolds, 
who out-tribunes the Chicago 
Tribune, is now _ strategically 
placed both as chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee and as 
a member of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, which will have 
the initial say-so on the treaty or 
treaties taking the United States 
into a world league. 

In view of Bennett Clark’s pri- 
mary pledge to support the Pres- 
ident’s world peace efforts, he 
cannot be placed without qualifi- 
cation in the group containing the 
other Clark, Smith, Holman and 
Reynolds. His previous record on 
foreign affairs, however, made 
him suspect to the believers in in- 
ternational co-operation, and his 
defeat in the Democratic primary 
by Roy McKittrick was generally 
hailed as a victory for interna- 
tionalism. Like Reynolds, Bennett 
Clark is a member of the impor- 
tant Foreign Relations Committee. 


Nye, Danaher Defeated. 


The cause of international co- 
operation was further served by 
Tuesday's voting. A conspicuous 
gain for this cause was registered 
by the defeat in North Dakota of 
the arch-isolationist Republican, 
Gerald P, Nye, also a member of 
the Foreign Relations Committee. 
The name of Nye, equally with 
that of Burton K, Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana (who has still two years 
to serve of his present term), has 
come to be synonymous with the 
virulent brand of nationalism 
which defeated the peace plans 
of Woodrow Wilson in 1919.

Berlin Indicates Holiday Will 


Pass for First Time With- 
out Talk by Fuehrer. 


LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP).—Berlin 
broadcasts indicated today that 
for the first time the greatest of 
Nazi party holidays will pass 
— a speech from Adolf Hit- 
er. 

Last night was the eve of the 
annual celebration of the abortive 
1923 Munich beer hall putsch. It 
has been the custom since Hitler's 
rise to power for high ranking 
party members to meet in Munich 
with him and renew their pledges 
of faith in the Fuehrer, but the 
German radio announced that be- 
cause of the Reich's “total mobil- 
ization” the celebration would 
take place “at a later date” not 
specified. 

When Hitler had not gone on 
the air by 8 o'clock last night, a 
powerful ghost voice broke into 
a German radio program with 
this demand: “Why doesn't Hitler 
speak? Why does the Fuehrer 
keep silent? What is the matter 
with Hitler?” 

Hitler has made no appearances 
before a microphone since July 
21, when a voice purporting to be 
his broadcast an assurance to the 
German people that he was safe 
after the bomb attempt on his 
life. There was a recent report 
he was suffering from a mental 
ailment.

The figure made no allowance 
for the soldier vote because we 
were forbidden by law from poll- 
ing the soldiers.

Defense of W. U. Law School 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your issue of Nov. 4 contains a 1000- 
word letter signed “A Friend of Wash- 
ington University.” Part of the letter 
is a complimentary expression of ap- 
preciation for Dean W. H, Stead, who 
has resigned his position. With that 
part of the letter 1 am in complete 
agreement. 

There is another part of the letter 
which amazes me, Without a direct 
statement, but by adroit implication, 
the charge is presented that the Board 
of Directors of Washington University 
makes it impossible for students to re- 
ceive any instruction from the faculty 
as to certain important facts of cur- 
rent history. In my 32 years of experi- 
ence on the faculty, I have never heard 
of any attempt by the Board of Direc- 
tors to curtail or modify the factual 
content -of any course of study. 

According to your correspondent, one 
of the forbidden topics is labor, As ap- 
plied to the Law School, his charge is 
very serious and is 100 per cent false. 
It is impossible adequately to conduct 
a modern law school without devoting 
considerable attention to labor and 
labor unions. I myself teach the basic 
course in contracts, The nature and 
purposes of labor unions are considered 
in connection with contracts for the 
benefit of third persons. 

I also teach the basic course in civil 
procedure, Suits by and against unin- 
corporated groups, a topic in the course, 
necessarily bring up labor unions, and 
the difference between Federal rules 
and Missouri law respecting suits 
against them, Other courses in our 
curriculum, such as constitutional law 
and administrative law, taught by other 
members of the faculty, also involve 
modern labor problemas. 

Before the war we offered an elec- 
tive and comprehensive course in labor 
law which the faculty (now much re 
duced in size) has suspended tempora- 
rily for reasons of economy—as it has 
suspended other elective courses. If 
professors at Washington University 
know nothing about labor, why are 80 
many of them overwhelmed with re- 
quests, joint requests, to arbitrate dif- 
ferences between labor unions and em- 
ployers? 

If any “friend” or enemy of Wash- 
ington University has reliable data to 
sustain the charge or suspicion that 
the Board of Directors of Washington 
University interferes with teachers’ 
academic freedom in the classroom, I 
would be glad to receive such data,

What's the Explanation? 


Most of the details of the combined plan of 
the Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau for the development of the Missouri 
River have not as yet been made public, but 
several of them divulged yesterday may serve 
as an indication of its value. 

The combined plan is offered by the two 
agencies as a reconciliation of the Army Engi- 
neers’ Pick Plan, for flood control, and the Rec- 
lamation Bureau’s Sloan Plan, for irrigation. 

One of the points of conflict between the two 
plans was the Army Engineers’ proposal to build 
a dam at Gavins Point, near Yankton, S. D. The 
author of the Reclamation Bureau plan, W. G. 
Sloan, assistant regional director of the bureau, 
at Billings, Mont., testified on this point to a 
Senate Commerce subcommittee on June 8 of 
this year: 


We think it (the Gavins Point Dam) is un- 
necessary ... It is a very expensive dam 
for the benefits to be derived from it. Asa 
power proposition, the cost per kilowatt- 
hour for the development of power there is 
some 30 to 40 times the cost of power at 
any of those other dams. 

As a re-regulator, its capacity is so small 
that all it does is to regulate daily flows of 
the river, and no seasonal flows. It has no 
“value for flood control. The plan which 
the bureau has advocated accomplishes all 
of the necessary purposes without Gavins 
Point dam. 


Asked whether the dam would be of any value 
to navigation, Mr. Sloan replied: “Practically 
none.’ 

Gavins Point Dam would cost $15,000,000. 
How does it come about that the Reclamation 
Bureau testifies in June that Gavins Point Dam 
is unnecessary, of little if any value to irrigation, 
flood control, navigation and power production— 
and proposes in November that Gavins Point 
Dam be built for irrigation, flood control, naviga- 
tion and power production at a cost of $15,000,- 
000? 

Another point of conflict between the two 
plans was Garrison Dam, proposed by the Army 
Engineers for construction near Garrison, N. D. 
Regarding Garrison Dam, Mr. Sloan testified to 
the Senate subcommittee on June 8 as follows: 

We recommend the elimination of the 

Garrison Dam because we think it is un- 

necessary and not worth the expenditure. 

We think that floods can be adequately con- 

trolled with the Fort Randall Dam and the 

Oahe Dam alone (i. e., without Garrison 

Dam). 

Mr. Sloan said Garrison Dam would eliminate 
the 750,000-acre irrigation project along the 
James River, a tributary of the Missouri. “That,” 
he said, “is a very serious consideration in de- 
ciding whether the Oahe Dam shall be eliminat- 
ed and Garrison substituted. It is more serious 
than even the flood-control problem is.” Among 
the land that would be flooded out by Garrison 
Dam, Mr. Sloan said, would be 20,000 acres in 
an irrigation project just completed at a cost of 
“well over $1,000,000.” 

Col. Miles Reber, then Missouri River division 
engineer of the Army Engineers, testified that 
“steps are under way to determine whether or 
not we can lower that (Garrison) dam and avoid 
flooding out all of that acreage.” Mr. Sloan, 
however, altered none of his testimony in view 
of this statement from the Army engineer. 

Garrison Dam is included in the combined 
plan—agreed to by the Reclamation Bureau— 
according to yesterday’s Associated Press dis- 
patch from Washington. 

Garrison Dam is estimated by the Army 
Engineers to cost $130,000,000. 

How does the Reclamation Bureau justify its 
recommendation of this dam in November when 
it testified five months ago that the dam was 


unnecessary, that it was not worth what it would | 


cost, and that it would flood out a considerable 
part of the land in the bureau's irrigation pro- 
gram? 

On these two points alone, the Reclamation 
Bureau is proposing the expenditure of $145,- 
000,000 for dams which it is on record as be- 
lieving to be unnecessary. How do the Rec- 
lamation Bureau and the Army Engineers ex- 
plain this performance? 
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It Can Be Done 


The national conference on venereal disease 
in St. Louis, from today through Saturday, will 
serve to bring forcibly to the attention of the 
public how much needs to be done and how 
wonderfully much can be done if we will only 
use the means that are available. 

England and Norway, which with Canada and 
Mexico are represented by specialists at the 
meeting, have accomplished great things in the 
control of venereal diseases. The British pro- 
gram, entirely voluntary, is based upon accept- 
ance by the medical profession of the premise 
that everyone suffering from venereal disease 
should receive free public treatment regardless 
of ability to pay for private treatment. In 15 
years ending in 1935, the English halved the 
number of syphilis cases at their clinics. 

Norway, prior to being overrun by the Nazis, 
provided treatment of syphilis and gonorrhea 
through its national health insurance system, 
and achieved good results, though not as notable 
as those of Denmark or of Sweden, The latter, 
with a population of more than 6,000,000, had 


reduced the number of syphilis cases to 399 as‘ 


early as 1936. 

A specific for syphilis—salvarsan, Ehrlich’s 

magic bullet”’—has been known for 34 years. 

Yet syphilis is one of the four major killing 
diseases—ranking with cancer, tuberculosis and 
pneumonia. Susceptible to becoming as rare a 
disease as typhoid fever, it is 28 times as preva- 
lent as typhoid. 

Recently, science has discovered the useful- 
ness of the sulfa drugs and penicillin in the 
treatment of gonorrhea, and these developments 
will be discussed at the conference here. Less 
serious than syphilis, gonorrhea is estimated 
to be three to five times as prevalent, infecting 
20 million to 30 million in this country. 

Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon General of the 
United States Public Health Service, who has 
done more than any other single American to 
strip the protection of prudery and passiveness 
away from the venereal diseases, is among the 
speakers at the St. Louis conference. It is only 
eight years since his frank eloquence roused 
the people of the nation to cope honestly with 
their problem. 

The progress that has been accomplished in 
so brief a time should encourage us all to re- 


solve that in another eight years the plague of 
the venereal diseases shall be as far reduced 


as medical science enables us to reduce it—and - 


that is a very great way indeed. 
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Kaufmann—A Free Man 


There is probably not a freer office-holder in 
the United States than Mayor Kaufmann of St. 
Louis. He owes fealty to no boss, no machine, 
no newspaper, no special interest group what- 
ever, but only to the people of St. Louis. It is 
they who, in one of the most remarkable exhibi- 
tions of ballot-splitting ever observed, placed 
him in office. 

It was generally believed that Kaufmann 
might be able to squeak through if the Roosevelt 
plurality was a small one. It was a very large 
one, more than 60,000, higher than even the 
most optimistic Democrat dared to dream. Yet 
Kaufmann not only was able to overcome this 
handicap, but to win by an additional plurality 
of more than 30,000. An almost incredible 
number of St. Louisans who voted for Roosevelt 
scratched their ballots for Kaufmann. He ran 
about 50,000 ahead of the presidential candidate 
of his party. 

Mayor Kaufmann’s freedom—except, of course, 
for his grave responsibility to all the people of 
this city—is emphasized by the circumstances of 
his assumption of the mayoralty. He became 
Mayor after the tragic death of the lamented 
William Dee Becker. No boss had anything to 
do with that. And whatever support he had to 
become president of the Board of Aldermen, he 
owed nothing to anyone except fate when he 
entered the Mayor's office. 

If Boss Barak Mattingly—who fared badly in 
Tuesday's election—tries to pick up whatever 
scraps he can at the City Hall, the Mayor need 
only show him the election returns. If any other 
boss, big or little, attempts to use the Mayor 
for his own political ends, again the Mayor has 
only to remind him of the results of the election. 
And, while it is true the Mayor must run again 
next spring, because he is now only filling out 
an unexpired term, his renomination and re- 
election seem about as assured as anything can 
be in politics. 

So the Mayor is free—free to address himself 
to the needs of the whole.people and to no spe- 
cial individuals or groups, We hope he uses 
this broad charter and broad mandate in the 
finest possible way—and we believe he will. 
We believe he will continue the good policies 
and the hard work that have so impressed the 
city as to account for the big vote he got. There 
is much to be done in St. Louis. It is a fortu- 
nate Mayor who can go about his work without 
hearkening to importunate raps on his office 


door or importunate demands from.party bosses. 
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Too Much Name 


The Chinese Communists are Communists in 
name only, it seems plain, and even they are at 
a loss to know why they took the appellation, 
Perhaps the most tenable theory is that they 
were as careless about applying the Communist 
label to themselves as Martin Dies is about ap- 
plying it to almost everyone else. 

Whatever the reason it was adopted in the 
first place, the Christian Science Monitor’s Jo- 
seph C. Harsch is tired of the misnomer, and 
proposes to call them, with more accuracy and 
a great many more syllables, “‘the Shansi-Shensi 
schismatics,’”’ after two of the provinces which 
the Communists, with their capital at Yenan, 
occupy. We don’t believe this is the way out, 
or at any rate we hope it isn’t. 

“Shansi-Shensi schismatics” is as tongue-twist- 
ing as Peter Piper, who picked pickled peppers, 
or Theophilus Thistle, the thistle-sifter, or Sis- 
ter Susie, who sewed shirts for soldiers, or Moses, 
he who erroneously supposes his toes are roses, 
Newspaper headline writers, who always speak 
of Communists simply as “Reds,” could never 
manage the term. Mr. Dies would be hard put 
to denounce people as Shansi-Shensi schismatics, 
or at best fellow-travelers to Yenan. Mr. Harsch 
makes accuracy more painstaking than most peo- 
ple are willing to be; he’d better come again.

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The Way to Resume 

Our trade with foreign countries shows some 
evidence of becoming a two-way street again, a 
consummation devoutly to be wished if the years 
ahead are to bring real plenty for America and 
the world. This means more than lend-lease in 
reverse, which is essentially an anomaly of war 
supply; foreign countries need to ship us goods 
for civilian use, the proceeds of which can be 
used for goods or services for them, if there is 
to be a real stimulation to that multilateral in- 
terchange which benefits all. 

Imports recently received from Italy may be 
a harbinger of this implementation of an econ- 
omy of plenty. The Foreign Economie Admin- 
istration reported the other day that these ship- 
ments, worth about $1,200,000, included wine, 
perfume, briarwood, red squill (a powerful 
rat poison) and argol, FEA says these will be 
followed by “increasingly larger shipments.” 

That even Italy, whose economy was gutted 
by the retreating Nazis to the point that each 
month we ship her tens of thousands of tons 
of food and clothing for her distressed civilian 
population, can resume exporting, speaks well 
for the recovery capacity of a prostrate people. 

The Combined Chiefs of Staff and the Theater 
Commander have not yet deemed it opportune 
to permit private trade with. Italy, so the Allied 
Commission bought the goods on the spot and 
shipped them to the U. S. Commercial Co., a 
former RFC subsidiary now under FEA, as its 
agent. Private trade channels will be employed 
“to the fullest extent that is possible and prac- 
ticable” in distributing the merchandise. 

This should prove a useful step. The words 
Secretary of the Treasury John Sherman used 
some six decades ago, in quite another connec- 
tion, apply to international trade: “The way to 
resume is—to resume.”

Tasks before next Congress of immense importance, says writer; 
safeguarding world peace is vital to future, but translating victory 
into fuller life for America is of greater consequence: what, she 
asks, will national legislature do about “Economic Bill of Rights’?

The job that faces Congress in the next 
two years is not an easy one; it will re- 
quire a tremendous degree of sincere and 
non-partisan effort. But it is a job which 
offers the reward of a country which has 
won the war and has laid the foundation 
for one of the most fruitful and democratic 
periods of its history, and of the history 
of the world, 


This job, as I see it, has two important 
aspects. ‘The first, of course, is the win- 
ning of the war, The Commander in Chief 
and our armed forces must have the full 
support of Congress in carrying out what- 
ever measures may be necessary to bring 
about as prompt and complete a victory 
as possible. 


This is the first part of the work that 
must be done by Congress in the next two 
years. The second part is equally impor- 
tant. This is the securing and safeguard- 
ing of the peace, the translation of military 
victory into terms of a fuller life for the 
people of our country, into terms of jobs, 
and security, and lasting peace, 


Must Assure Enduring Peace 


This task has two sections, the national 
and the international, but they are indi- 
visible. The goal of economic progress in 
this country cannot be separated from full 
economic co-operation with the other coun- 
tries of the world. To continue the tre- 
mendous expansion of production which 
has taken place during the war, we require 
the promise of a stable and enduring peace, 


This peace must be assured by estab- 
lishment of an international organization 
powerful enough to prevent future war and 
aggression, Congress can make or break 
auch an organization. It can support and 
implement the President's realistic plan 
of Big Four collaboration and world-wide 
unity, or it can hamper and destroy it 
with mystic wails of “national sovereignty” 
and hypocritical double-talk about “the 
protection of small nations,” 


Full-scale production by this country pre- 
supposes consumption not only by ourselves 
but also by the other democratic countries 
of the world, most of which have suffered 
great damage to their productive facilities 
during the war. Congress must work to- 
ward the fullest possible international con- 
sumption of our products by supporting 
and sponsoring plans for currency stabili- 
zation, lower tariffs and the extension of 
long-term credits, In order that our econ- 
omy may continue to operate at full ca- 
pacity, and’that a world market for our 
peacetime production may replace the war 
market for military products. 


Need to Plan Reconversion 


This type of international co-operation 
is the basic necessity of our time; it is ab- 
solutely essential to our national security, 
and it should be supported without reserva- 
tion and without equivocation. The na- 
tional aspect of the work of Congress in 
the next years consists in providing a home 
market for the commodities we produce, 
and in permitting all of our productive 
ability, whether lodged in people or fac- 
tories, to function to the fullest extent. To 
this end, reconversion of factories to peace- 
time production must be carefully planned. 

Returning soldiers must receive the best 
possible training to fit them for different, 
or better, Jobs than those they held before 


the war, There must be legislation to pre- 
vent discrimination against workers on ra- 
cial or religious grounds. A sound taxation 
program must be worked out, based on the 
ability to pay, with provisions to encourage 
investment and full production at a fair 
profit and with well-paid labor, “incentive” 
taxes to permit surpluses to be used in ex- 
pansion and to permit allowances for losses 
in the earlier years, 

The fight against Inflation must go on 
until there is no longer any possible dan- 
ger. If necessary, subsidies and price con- 
trol of necessities must be kept. Priorities 
may have to be continued as well, to pre- 
vent monopolistic control of such basic 
raw materials as lumber, steel, aluminum 
and copper. 


How Will Congress Do Job? 


But most important is the task of main- 
taining and raising America’s standard of 
living. In the past, this has been consid- 
ered the responsibility of the special groups 
involved, of labor to seek higher wages, 
of farmers to try to attain higher prices 
for their produce. Today this question as- 
sumes a far broader aspect. It becomes 
the responsibility of the entire nation, be- 
cause it is to the interest of the entire na- 
tion that labor receive the highest possible 
wages, that agricultural products command 
good prices, that white collar and profes- 
sional workers be well paid. 

The President in his message to Con- 
gress last January set forth what he called 
the Economic Bill of Rights, 


Today its items are not merely things to 
wish for; today these are musts. Today 
these are things that become the direct 
responsibility of our country as a whole, 
because without them, without the broad- 
ened purchasing power that they represent, 
there is no way for our economy to con- 
tinue to function at full capacity. 


A Big Task Is Ahead 


These are the jobs of the next Congress. 
They are important jobs. But the way 
Congress does them is important, too. Too 
often in the past Congress has been an im- 
pediment to progress, a stumbling block, 
a monkey-wrench thrower, The time has 
come for Congress to step out firmly. Not 
to drag the President back, but to move up 
beside him, Not to tie his hands, but to 
do a lot of his spadework. To plan, with 
the advice of experts. To stay out in the 
forefront, instead of lagging in the rear. 
To take the oars and begin to row, instead 
of dragging one hand in the water. 

Congress has a lot of work to do in the 
next two years. It has also the privilege 
of playing a great and progressive role in 
one of the most crucial moments of our 
history—of helping to bring forth in this 
country a period of security, of well-being 
and of plenty for all,

THINGS I NEVER KNEW ABOUT THE PRESIDENT. 
HEN he was five years old FDR was taken by his father 
to visit President Cleveland—who took him on his knee 
and said: “I hope you will never grow up to be Presi- 

dent.” . . . He met his wife at a dance—when he was 15 years 

old and she was 12. They announced their engagement seven 
years later, . . . The White House wasn’t anything new to 

Franklin and Eleanor Roosevelt when he became President. 

They often spent weeks there as guests of Teddy Roosevelt. 

+ « « One of FDR’s children died at the age of seven months. 

. « « FDR has always been a wizard politician. When he ran 

for State Senator he toured his country in a car. At that 

time the farmers were prejudiced against new-fangled automo- 
biles—so he made certain his car had an occasional breakdown 

—which necessitated its rescue by reliable and old-fashioned 

horses. 

i ee 
NO MATTER HOW late he goes to bed he always arises 
at eight in the morning. He isn’t a stay-up-late. Usually retires 
before midnight and reads himself to sleep with a detective 
story. . . . There is a phone at his bedside for emergency 
calls. . . . The Chief Exec usually takes an hour for lunch. 

Often with a guest of two... . He regularly receives catalogues 

from more than 30 book-sellers who cater to his interest in 

ships and oceans. The President has a large collection of 
naval literature. . . . He never seems to tire of scrambled 
eggs. Whitefish is another of his favorite foods... . On his 

Teheran trip, the President took along 50 detective yarns 

chosen by the Library of Congress. 
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THE PRESIDENT regularly V-mails letters to his sons in 
the service. . . . Like any other citizen he has a ration card, 
but he seldom has red point trouble since he eats very little 
meat... . While breakfasting in bed FDR reads the gazettes? 
Washington, Baltimore and New York first editions. ... He 
receives about 5000 letters daily. Out of the batch his secre- 
tary extracts about a dozen important missives for him to read. 
.- - « German police once arrested FDR. . . . During his teens 
he made a bicycle tour of Germany and violated some minor 
traffic regulations. . . . As a youth Roosevelt made many trips 
to Europe with his mother. He first crossed the Atlantic when 
he was two. .. . The President's great-great-grandfather 
played a vital role in the winning of the Revolution... . FDR 
was anxious to attend Annapolis, but his parents talked him 
out of it... . At Harvard he edited “The Crimson” and man- 
aged to get scoops that amazed editors throughout the nation. 
As editor FDR crusaded against the evils of university life. 

FDR FOUGHT Oey Te lS with Woodrow Wilson. 
Wilson frequently sent for Roosevelt to discuss with him the 
proposed League of Nations. . . At his Hyde Park study 
the President has the mahogany desk on which the first draft 
of the League of Nations Covenant was written by Wilson. 
(+. ee doesn’t mind wearing a dinner jacket but dislikes 
white ties and tails. . . When 
he gets the chance to play he enjoys originating variations of 
the game. . .. Like all Presidents he is a prisoner of his 
bodyguard. He can’t go anywhere in public or even in private— 
without the presence of men—who are ordered by law to guard 
him. . . . FDR used to see movies about twice a month. Now 
he rarely gets a chance to view one. He likes newsreels and 
light scren yarns. 


He is an expert poker-player. 
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WHILE SERVING AS Undersecretary of the Navy (during 
the last war) a new type of mine was brought to his attention 
by an unknown scientist. FDR urged the Allies to adopt the 
new mine and finally convinced them. The new weapon prompt- 
ly clicked. The mine succeeded in keeping Germany’s fleet 
bottled up in the North Sea. It was one of the most vital fac- 
tors in winning the war. . The President immensely enjoys 
all kinds of anecdotes. He has two favorites. One of them 
is the oldie about the hill-billy who courted a gal for a year 
and was confronted by her father, who snapped: “You have 
been courting my daughter for a year. I would like to ask you

A GOOD INHERITANCE OF HEALTH, 
INTELLIGENCE AND SDIRIT MAKES 
A HAPPY CHILD 


ANY a parent has said, “T 
M want to do what is best for 

my children. But what is 
best? Who knows? How can I 
know ?” 

I don’t know either, but I think 
that one of the safest guides is 
the happiness of the child in ques- 
tion. Is what you are doing mak- 
ing him happy? Happy children 
are growing normally and that is 
what fathers and mothers and 
teachers most desire. 

There is a difference in being 
delighted at some turn of events, 
and in being happy. A child can 
be delighted at the thought of get- 
ting what he wanted for his birth- 
day gift. He is pleased and shows 
it. But that feeling will pass when 
the familiarity of the new acquisi- 
tion takes the edge off the first 
keen rapture. If he is a happy 
child, that is, if he is happy in 
spirit, he will continue to be happy 
after the delight has simmered 
down to calm acceptance. If he is 
an unhappy child he will continue 
to be unhappy because the hap- 
penings of each day, the high 
lights and the shadows, are inter- 
preted by the basic spirit of the 
child, evaluated by it, and filed 
away as memories, Pleasure and 
happiness are not synonymous, 
you see. 

What makes a happy child? A 
good inheritance of health, intelli- 
gence and spirit. If he has that 
to start with, the rest is easy. 
Training him is a matter of de- 
veloping the strength he possesses. 

The usual healthy, intelligent 


child has a strong spirit, strongly 
inclined to all that is good. Make 
no mistake. The child who never 
gave his parents any trouble has 
yet to be born. Given the most 
perfect start he is a human being 
struggling to get a footing in a 
human being'’s world, He will make 
many a mistake, he will try many 
a during experiment, he will bring 
many an ache to his parents’ 
hearts, but, as long as he ig the 
happy, healthy. child of the com- 
mon sort, you need have no fear, 
He will remain true to his back- 
ground, 

A good child will tell a lie. He 
will deceive his parents. He will 
get into difficulties with his teach- 
ers. He will fail to do his duty. 
In short he will make all the mis- 
takes the usual human child 
makes, but he will still be a good 
child because fundamentally, he is 
happy, intelligent and healthy. 
The difference between a good 
child and a bad one is that the 
good one will make a mistake 
maybe repeat it once, or twice, but 
he will discover the better way 
and follow it. He won't keep on 
making the mistake. 

To do one’s best for a child 
means that one gives him as good 
a start at birth as inheritance al- 
lows. That one gives him the best 
care—routined and informed care, 
That one tries to live by the pat- 
tern one desires the child to fol- 
low. That’s the best any of us 
can do. And the test is? Is this 
child truly a happy child? If he 
is, he is safe.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 


ESTERDAY afternoon was 
Y just as quiet as Ff had antici- 

pated it would be. My hus- 
band took some of our guests to 
his top cottage for tea, and our 
neighbors began to come in at half 
past seven for a buffet supper at 
the big house. By 9% o’clock the 
dining room was cleared and the 
President started the real business 
of watching the vote and tabulat- 
ing it as it came in. 


When this begins, I always 
think of Louis Howe, who really 
enjoyed sitting in his shirt sleeves 
and calculating percentages. I 
can’t say that it means a great 
deal to me. Nor does it to most 
of our guests, who wander into 
the big room, sit around and talk, 
listen to the radio, and get reports 
from the dining room, where the 
people who really are doing the 
tabulating are hard at work. Later 
in the evening, when the returns 
began to seem to have some mean- 
ing, the newspaper people and 
photographers came up from 
Poughkeepsie, and even the radio 
men were along. 

More people than ever came 
down from Hyde Park with flares 
and a band, led by Moses Smith 
and Elmer Van Wagner, who is 
the Democratic supervisor in our 
district. They always report apol- 
ogetically that “the President has 
carried his own district by a few 
votes, but lost the town of Hyde 
Park.” “Neverthless,” they add, 
“in spite of the fact that they vote 
against him, all his neighbors love 
him.” This little speech always 
amuses me, for it seems to me

Doctor on 
Cures for 


Parasites

Y mail contains an average of 
M three letters a day asking for 

the treatment of pinworms. 
And although I have written on 
the subject many times, I will re- 
peat here for the benefit of those 
many interested persons, 

It should be said at the outset 
that there is no excuse for having 
pinworms. We know what they 
are, where they come from, and 
we have late and improved meth- 
ods of treating them. 

The pinworm, or thread worm, 
is the smallest worm which acts 
as a human intestinal parasite. It 
can be seen by the naked eye, how- 
ever, and is readily identified be- 
cause the name thread worm de- 
scribes it—it looks like the snip- 
pings of white thread. It occurs 
almost exclusively in children. It 
inhabits the lower small intestine, 
especially the appendix and rec- 
tum. It develops in enormous 
numbers, 

= Pf 

IT SELDOM CAUSES any seri- 
ous disease, although cases have 
been reported of sufficient num- 
bers accumulating in the appendix 
to cause symptoms resembling ap- 
pendicitis. But while no serious 
disease is ascribable to the infes- 
tation, they can be very annoying 
because at night the worms wan- 
der out from the bowel and cause 
great irritation and itching of the 
skin. Widespread inflammation of 
the folds of skin around the but- 
tocks is the result, and the scratch- 
ing may infect it. The parasites 
usually come out at night and 
may be seen on the bed clothes, 
Then they wander back into the 
bowel. For this reason part of the 
treatment is to change the bed 
clothes every night and boil the 
sheets separately from other wash- 
ing. They do not breed in the 
human intestine, but their breed- 
ing places attract flies and other 
insects and these light on exposed 
fruit and leave the ova on the out- 
er skin and rind. The prevention 
is, hence, very simple—to wash 
all fruit and vegetables with very 
hot to scalding water before put- 
ting it in the icebox or serving. 

The treatment is effective, but 
requires patience, The latest drug 
used for pinworm infestation is 
phenolthiazine. It is given in dos- 
age of about three grains a day 
for seven days. For children it can 
be mixed in oatmeal. Adults usu- 
ally find no difficulty in swallow- 
ing capsules of it,

THE OLDER classical 
ment was with gentian violet 
(methyl-rosaline). It is given in 
the dose of 10 milligrams to chil- 
dren three times a day for eight 
days. Adults can take larger 
doses at the same intervals and 
for the same length of time. No 
alcoholic beverages should be 
used while the treatment is going 
on. It ‘may cause some nausea 
in children, 

Gentian violet should be given 
in capsules, especially capsules 
with an enteric coating, which do 
not dissolve until they are in the 
intestines. For children too young 
to swallow capsules, gentian violet 
is a poor method of treatment 
because when given in solution 
it is bound to stain the mouth, 
lips and tongue. It can be given, 
however, by enema and is quite 
effective in that form. 

The entire eight-day treatment 
must be repeated three times in 
succession and then every three 
weeks for some time. The worms 
are very resistant and stubborn, 
They are small enough to bury 
themselves in a fold of the bowel 
wrapped up in a ball of mucous 
where the medicine cannot get at 
them. Eternal vigilance is the 
price of freedom from pinworms, 
and at the first sign of their re- 
turn the whole treatment must 
be gone over again. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

V. M.:—-What are the symptoms 
of diabetes? 

Answer: Diabetes !s the best ex- 
ample of a disease- which is likely 
to progress for some time without 
symptoms, Such symptoms as do 
occur are likely to go unnoticed 
because they are not too trouble- 
some—thirst, loss of weight, and 
increased urination, Sometimes it 
comes on with pain—neuritis—or 
sudden coma,

R. A. K.:—On the chart the 
nurse gave me when I took my 
baby home from the hospital was 
“Abnormal findings: Possible 
atelectasis,” What does that 
mean? He was an eight-pound 
boy delivered by forceps. 

Answer: I am _ surprised the 
nurse wrote that down. Atelec- 
tasis is a temporary condition. 
When the baby is born its lungs 
are collapsed because it has not 
been living an air surrounded ex- 
istence. -If this collapse is hard 
to overcome at first it is called 
atelectasis. But it was completely 
overcome or you wouldn't have 
taken the baby home. 


D. J. B.:—What test is used to 
determine scrofula? What is the 
treatment? Can any doctor find it 
or is it necessary to go to & ape- 
cialist? 

Answer: Scrofula is tuberculosis 
of the lymph nodes in the neck. 
A tuberculin skin test would help 
in diagnosis, also removal of one 
gland for microscopic examina- 
tion. Surgical removal is the best 
treatment. However, it is a rare 
disease nowadays and most en- 
larged glands in the neck are due 
to chronic tonsilitis. 


~The Popular 
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Fur-Trimmed Coat 


Untrimmed Models in Demand, but Majority Still Prefer Coats With Fur

NE of the busiest departments 
(0) in the retail stores these au- 

tumn days is the coat section 
where women are making their 
selection of winter models in prep- 
aration for the cold season ahead, 
Their choice of styles is centering 
around several different fashion 
trends, fhe first of which is con- 
cerned with the question of fur 
trimming. Before delving further 
into the problem of purchasing a 
new coat, most women this season 
decide whether they prefer a coat 
devoid of fur trimming or one 
with this lavish decoration. If the 
decision is to select a fur-trimmed 
mode] then there seems to be no 
limit to the amount of fur they 
want 

With the vogue of separate fur 
scarfs and fur stoles, the un- 
trimmed coat has increased in 
popularity. However, when the 
final count is taken of the pref- 
erences, there is a much greater 
interest in the fur-trimmed coat 
than the one which does without 
this decoration. According to Gov- 
ernment regulations, the coat 
which has a small quantity of fur 
is excluded from the 20 per cent 
fur tax but it is interesting to note 
that most women who want fur 
trimming demand a quantity of it 
and are willing to pay the 20 per 
cent additional to obtain it. The 
tax is not charged if the cost of 
the fabric exceeds that of the fur. 
Usually coats without the tax have 
the fur limited to a narrow edging 
around collar and front closing or 
an inexpensive and rather small 
collar. While there are many at- 
tractive coats available in this last 
classification, it is the extrava- 
gantly furred model that is pre- 
ferred. 

Popular fur treatments Include 
deep yokes that extend to the 
waistline at the back and suggest 
capes, Eton jacket themes made 
of short-haired pelts, and hand- 
some Tuxedo styles. One would 
think that the fur revers might 
lose their interest because they 
have been worn for several years, 
Instead we find that the revers 
are wider and more luxurious than 
ever, and that no other decorative 
feature is liked as well, 

As to coat silhouettes, a woman 
can choose either the fitted or the 
loose, boxy model. If her coat 
is fitted, the chances are that it 
will have a casual appearance, 
None of the belted models has a 
snug, form-fitting line. The trend 
is toward soft fullness at the 
waistline with gathers or tucks 
both above and below the belt. 
Boxy models hang casually from 
the shoulders with a straight, pen- 
cil slimness, although since news 
has reached this country of the 


flaring coat which Paris is advo- 
cating we may be seeing much 
hemline fullness as soon as gov- 
ernmental restrictions are lifted. 

There is an increased interest 
in the short coat but, of course, 
the full length model which covers 
the skirt is the general favorite. 
When short coats are selected, 
many women buy a skirt to match, 
The St. Louis stores have’ the 
skirts available in stock so that 
there is‘no delay because of plac- 
ing a special order. The belted, 
tunic coats with the Russian in- 
fluence are especially liked with 
matching skirts. 

When it comes to the choice of 
colors, again there is much lati- 
tude. Bright themes, once frowned 
upon as impractical, are in de- 
mand. Such tones as Kelly green, 
fuchsia and purple are leading 
among the brighter types. Gold is 
another shade that is liked. Gray 
is the neutral favorite this season 
and is shown in many fur-trimmed 
models as well as plain, tailored 
ones. Retailers explain that one 
reason for the increased popular- 
ity of the colorful coat is the clev- 
er way in which the designers 
have combined fur decorations 
with color. Formerly, many were 
not careful to ally fur and fabric 
in the most harmonious manner.
